1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

a) Claim 12, line 3, - - separate - - is INSERTED before the word "tube" and after "duct 
therethrough, a." 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendment defines over EP 629,559, which was the closest reference the Examiner was 
able to locate. Specifically, the amendment to define the tube as "separate" implies the tube is not 
attached to or adhered to the stopper body. This teaches away from the EP '559 reference, which 
according to the English translation which was provided to the Examiner by the Applicant in the attached 
Interview Summary, on page 13, lines 6-1 1 , teaches the barrier layer need not be connected to the base 
by through a "special operation," and further notes "the barrier layer 2b can be molded together with the 
plastic material of the base body when the stopper is produced." In other words, the reference teaches 
directly affixing the membrane to the stopper body, whereas the instant invention teaches placing the 
membrane in a tube, which is then placed in the stopper body. Furthermore, no motivation could be 
found to modify the reference in order to overcome the deficiency.
